BEFORE THEIR HONORS JUDGES PARSONS AND KELLEY. 


Commonwealth vs. A Bottle of Rye Whiskey and One 
Omnibus.—The prisoners were placed at the bar charged for 
that, whereas, on a certain day laid in the indictment, the 
two did conspire to lose, confound, and utterly bewilder one 
Joun Van Buren, yeoman, &c., late of the city of New York, 
in violation of the laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia, and against the peace and dignity of the same.
